—George Eastman, 77 years old, 
millionairé manufacturer, phi- 
lanthropist and big game hunter, 
shot himself to death today his 
physician announced, in his East 
Avenue home here. . 
Dr. Audley D. Stewart, an- 
nouncing that Eastman had shot 
himself after putting all attend- 
ants away from his bedside, said 
Eastman left this note: 

“To my friends: My werk .is 
done. Why wait?” 

Dr. Stewart was Eastman’s per- 
sonal physician for many years. 
Dr. Stewart said that, while East- 
man, in ill health for many years, 
apparently had recovered to a de- 
gree that was very encouraging to 
his friends, he apparently was in 
such a mental state that he shot 
himself after sending all his 
friends from his room.

Struggle Behind the Scenes. 

While debate continued vigorous- 
‘Jy on the House floor, the real bat- 

tle proceeded behind the scenes, as 
Jeaders of both parties resorted to 
‘all sorts of pressure to line up votes 
for the bill. Despite the rigorous 
tactics of Speaker Garner and his 
aids, it was admitted that a heavy 
majority of Democratic members 
opposed the bill, largely because 
of the proposed sales tax. 

This feature would produce about 
$600,000,000 a year by taxing, as 
Representative Cochran, St. Louis 
Democrat, said Saturday, ‘“prac- 
tically everything except Bibles, 
pigs’ knuckles and admissions to 
the bread line.” 
- It was learned today that the 
willingness of leaders to permit al- 
most unlimited debate on the bill 
arose from a fear that if a vote 
were taken now, the measure would 
be defeated. They allowed disc's- 
sion to continue in a hope of veing 
able to put the screws on enough 
members to insure the passage of 
the bill. The wisdom of this strat- 
egy was questioned by some, who 

* got the impression that the oppo- 
sition was growing rather than di- 
minishing. 

Oil Tax Trade Criticised. 

Representative Nelson (Rap.), 
Maine,~ criticised the trade by 
which the oil tax was incorporated 

| in the bill to obtain votes for the 
sales tax. He said the oil tax 
would be nothing but a tariff in 
disguise, that it had no place in 
an internal revenue measure, that 
it would help the domestic produc- 
ers very little and would be an un- 
warranted hardship on the con- 
Bumers. 

Sanders (Dem.), Texas, replied 
with a thinly veiled threat to boy- 
cott Maine manufacturers unless 
Maine Representatives vote for the 
oil tax. Alluding to the fact that 
a party of Maine manufactuers is 
en route to Oklahoma and Texaz 
seeking customers for their prod- 
ucts, he said: “Our people out 
there are just about two jumps 
ahead of ‘the Sheriff now. All 
they’ve got is a little oil, and un- 
less you vote to give them the pro- 
tection they need, you might as 
well wire your manufacturers to £0 
back home, because they will be 
wasting their time. 

Parsons (Dem.), Illinois. de- 
nounced the sales tax as “the most 
un-American revenue measure ever 
proposed here.” 

“We are told,” he said, “that it 
is essential to balance the budget. 
Where were its proponents when 
Congress voted to give our foreign 
debtors the tidy sum of $250,- 
000,000 this year? 

“Where were they when Con- 
gress was setting up the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation with 
32,009,000,000 of public funds to 
help the great banks and corpora- 
tions? Why didn't they think of 
the budget then? 

Where Burden Would Fall. 

“The term demagogue has been 
applicd to those who oppose the 
sales tax. If it is demagoguery to 
defend the working people and 
farmers who will pay 90 per cent 
of this tax, I cheerfully plead 
guilty to the Indictment.” 

Parsons cited figures to show 
that more than $220,000,000 of the 
annual sales tax proceeds would be 
paid by persons with incomes of 


than $500,000,000 
by persons with 
than $5000 a year. 

“It is simply a proposal to re- 
lieve the owners of large incomes 
of taxation necessary to make up 
the deficit,” he continued.”

Parents of Kidnaped 


From Wired Photographs Infant in 
Tennessee Is Not Theirs. 


Child Have Decided

CROSSVILLE, Tenn., March 14. 
—Capt. Hubert Crawford of the 
Tennessee National Guard said to- 
day original pictures of the baby 
found here and said to’ resemble 
the kidnaped child of Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh had been dispatched 
to the parents by airplane for 
closer scrutiny. 
1 Meanwhile, he satd, the Lind- 
bergh baby’s “double” and the four 
motorists in whose possession it 
was discovered were being detained 
pending word from the Lindberghs 
after they received the pictures. 
Yesterday the Lindberghs, after 
examining telephotos of the baby 
supplied by the Associated Press, 
said the child was not theirs. 
A country storekeeper’s suspicions 
that a baby lodged for the night at 
a neighbor's hoarding house was 
the missing Lindbergh child upset 
the Sabbath calm of this little 
mountain tewn and brought on an 
unprecedented ‘‘boom.” 

Crowd Jams Jail Yard. 
People poured in by automobile 
and airplane as the news spread 


days at Marion, Va., on March 3, 
but satisfied authorities there the 
child was not the Lindbergh baby.) 

Sheriff Swicegood said Col. Lind- 
bergh told him to look for a mole 
on either the hand or foot. Dr. E 
W. Mitchell, who with Dr. V. L. 
Lewis examined the child, said he 
could find no such marking. Sheriff 
Swicegood said the baby has a wart 
on its right thumb and a scar on 
its right temple, apparently caused 
by a pimple. J. C. Beech, operator 
of a tourist camp at Deen Station 
near Knoxville, reported the two 
couples stopped there on Friday 
and had with them a printed sig: : 
“see the kid that resembles the 
Lindbergh baby. Admission 15 
cents.”’ 

Says Baby Can Talk. 

The physician said the baby 
could talk if it were “not scared 
to death” by the crowds of people 
who gathered at the jail hoping for 
a gliinpse of the youngster. The 
crush became so great the child was 
placed. in a separate room where 
& nurse and several women from 
Crossville gave dit every attention. 


and the 1500 normal population 
soon was outnumbered three _ to 
one by visitors. 

The crowd jammed the jail yard 
until they pressed against the fence 
and reporters in the jail were able 
to work their way out with diffi- 
culty. Finally State patrolmen 
cleared the yard, but the curious 
throng remained outside the fence, 
where they brought up wood and 
built fires to keep warm. The tem- 
perature was below freezing. 
Crossville’s food supplies soon 
were depleted. Throughout the 
day the crowd remaified good na- 
tured, its only interest being to get 
a g° mpse of the curly-haired, blue- 
eyed baby that resembled the fa- 
mous Lindbergh heir. if 

About 8 o’clock Saturday ight 
Richard Day, who rufts a store and 
filling station at the little viliage 
of Ozone, noticed that two couples 
and a baby had. lodged for the 
night at the boarding house of Bill 
Lewis, across the road. 

He immediately notified Sheriff 
Baxter Swicegood at Crossville, 
who brought the party, travei'ng 
by automobile, to jail here. It was 
not until morning, however, tbat 
the news spread. Soon the Sheriff 
was deluged with telephone calls 
and telephone operators in other 
cities reported they had  calis 
stacked high. 

: Two Calls From Europe. 

The calls came from all over the 
South and East and there were two 
from Europe—from London and 
Paris newspapers—for the first 
trans-Atlantic conversations in 
Crossville’'s history. 

National Guardsmen and high- 
way patrolmen sped to Crossviile 
but there was no disorder and their 
principal work was in handling the 


One of the items in the baby’s 
description that failed to tally was 
weight. The child held here weighs 
24 pounds while the weight of the 
Lindbergh baby has been given in‘ 
police circulars sent throughout the 
nation as 27 to 30 pounds. 

TMe four persons held gave their 
names as Mr. and Mrs. John M 
Young and Mr. and Mrs. Homer 
Mitchell, Swicegood said they told 
him they had no home and were 
just “traveling around.”

Dr. Mitchell said the baby was 
perfectly normal. It expressed 
pleasure when given various toys 
but bore no resemblance, he said. 
to the four persons with whom it 
was traveling. The couples said 
the child was 16 months old, but 
Dr. Mitchell said it could be “20 
months just as casily.” 

The four suspects were quoted as 
saying first that the baby was that 
of Mr. and Mrs. Young, who are 
somewhat elderly, but later that it 
was the child of their daughter and 
that they had taken care of it 
since it was a few days old. Young 
is 50: and Mrs. Young 53. Mr. and 
Mrs. Mitchell are about 35. 

Mrs. Young calis the baby 
“Billy” and said his name was 
William Robert. She did not give 
his last name.

IS EXONERATED OF 
PART IN KIDNAPING 


Police Accept His Account 
of Himself but Still Hold 
Him for Illegally Entering 
the U. S. |

NEWARK, N. J., March 14. — 
Henry (Red) Johnson, now de- 
scribed by Newark police as 
cleared of any suspicion of par- 
ticipating in the Lindbergh baby 
kidnaping, was permitted te pose 
for newspaper photographers yes- 
terday for the first time since he 
was detained more than a week 
ago. He was not allowed, how- 
ever, to amplify his remarks of 
Saturday night, when he first 
talked to reporters. 
Johnson, sailor friend of Betty 
Gow, the Lindbergh nursemaid, is 
being held for immigration au- 
thorities on a charge that he, en- 
tered this country illegally in 1927. 
Deputy Police’ Chief Brex said 
he was satisfied Johnson had tele- 
phoned Miss Gow at the Lindbergh 
home from an Englewood (N. J.) 
drug store at 8:47 p. m. on the 
night of the kidnaping and that 
he was in an Englewood confec- 
tionery at 9:30-p. m. the same 
night. This is virtually an alibi 
for participation in the kidnaping. 
Johnson told reporters he  be- 
lieved the kidnaping was an “‘in- 
side job,” but at the same time he 
exonerated all Lindbergh employes 
and refused to amplify his state- 
ment. 
Authorities said several days ago 
they had accused Johnson of vio- 
lating the immigration laws and 
he would face deportation. John- 
son admitted to reporters he en- 
tered the country illegally by jump- 
ing ship when a Norwegian-Amer- 
ican liner was docked in New 
York. 
He has applied for citizenship, 
however, he said, and hopes he 
may make his own way back to 
Norway and return later to estab- 
lish his residence here. 
He said he met Miss Gow in 
August, 1931, when the Thomas W. 
Lamont yacht, on which he was a 
sailor, was anchored off North 
Haven, Me. Miss Gow was at the 
Dwight W. Morrow summer home 
at that time. He said he renewed 
his acquaintance with her when 
the yacht was anchored off the 
Palisades while Miss Gow was at 
the Morrow home in. Englewood. 
He said he saw her two or three 
times a week at Englewood, but 
never had been at Hopewell.

Eastman also gave time, atten- 
tion and his abilities that the funds 
intrusted to others might be wisely 
used. 

Eastman once told an interview- 
er that he achieved a great part 
of his success by carrying out a 
plan to “make the camera as con- 
venient as the pencil.” The camera 
was principally a tool of profes- 
sionals. Photographic equipment 
was heavy and cumbersome, 
strapped to the back of the itiner- 
ant “picture taker’ like a soldier's 
knapsack. The photographer had 
to set up a “dark tent” and sensi- 
tize his plates (there was no roll 
film) by dipping them in a solu- 
tion of nitrate of silver just before 
exposure. 

Simplified the Camera. 
~ Eastman did not invent the cam- 
era, but simplified, improved and 
popularized it. He developed dry- 


plates and bromide paper which 
has become standard in the indus- 
try. With others he developed the 
+0ll film and the roll film holder. 
He also simplified the camera 
and conceived his own name for it 
—‘“kodak.” The original model was 
a black box which produced round 
pictures two and one-half inches in 
diameter on a film of 100 ex- 
posures. Its focus was fixed, itt 
had no finder, the shutter was sct 
by pulling a string and released 
by. pulling a button. When the 100 
pictures had been taken the cam- 
era was sent back to the factory 
and the negatives developed, the 
camera reloaded, the prints made 
and the lot returned to the owner. 
“You. push the button, we do the 
rest,” Eastman advertised, 
Eventually the transparent film 
was déveloped, maging possible 
the Edison kinetescope and ensu- 
ing improvements in motion pic- 
ture projection. 
Eastman then turned his atten- 
tion to improving print paper, with 
the result that ready-sensitized pa- 
per replaced the albumenized 
sheets that needed treatment. A 
gelatino chloride paper was pro- 
duced by him and shortly after- 
ward a collodion-chloride paper 
made its appearance at Jamestown, 
both making it possible for the pho- 
tographer to do his own printing 
without returning the negative to 
the factory. 
Then came the feature making it 
possible for cameras to be loaded 
in the daylight, the machine de- 
veloping of roll films and the film 
developing tank. About the same 
time, 1892, it was found possible 
to take the annoying curl out of 
roll films. In 1914 autographic 
features were introduced. 


Industry Is Expanded. 


For 15 years after the introdue- 
tion of the transparent film and 
the kodak, the Hastman organiza- 
tion had centered its attention on 
films, cameras and paper. In 
1902 the Eastman Kodak Co. of 
New Jersey was organized with a 
capital of $35,000,000 for expan- 
sion of the industry. 

Dry plate firms were bought out- 
right, plate camera manufacturers 
were taken over and photographig 
goods retail stores were opened 
throughout the United States. Man- 
ufacturing plants were established 
abroad, near London, England; in 
Australia and in Canada. Whole- 
sale branches were established in 
South America, Africa and in Asia. 
Industries supplying basic matgri- 
als, silver nitrate and paper, were 
taken over, and on the eve of the

Two other major 
developments came about ih the 
war days, perfection of film for 
professional portrait use and intro- 
duction of the anastigmat lens. 
With the introduction of the 
Roentgen or “X" ray, kodak fac- 
tories began supplying X-ray plates 
and film. 

Father Business College Pioneer. 

Bastman was born at Waterville, 
Oneida County, on July 12. 1364, 
the son of George Washington and 
Maria Kilbourn Eastman. He 
never married. 

His father was a pioneer in the 
establishment of a business col- 
lege, but the decline of the institu- 
tion after his father’s death néces- 
sitated that the future camera 
manufacturer leave school when 
14 and go to work. He entered a 
real estate office as errand boy at 
$3 per week, using part of the sal- 
ary for the support of his mother 
and two sisters. A year later he 
entered the employment of an in- 
surance firm and in 1874 became a 
bookkeeper in the Rochester Bav- 
ings Bank. By 1880 he had saved 
$5000 and this formed the capital 
for his entry into business on his 
own account. 

He experimented with amateur 

photography, studying with a pro- 
fessional photographer. His moth- 
er’s kitchen was his first labora- 
tory, and there he improved upon 
the dry plates commonly in use. 
In 1879, in a room over a State 
street music store, his “factory” 
was startéd. He worked in the 
bank by day and in his “factory” 
at night. He interested a friend, 
Col. Henry A. Strong. 
In 1881, when only 50 dealers 
in the entire United States were 
selling photogtaphic goods, and 
amateur photographers were few, 
Eastman gave up his position in 
the bank to devote his time to the 
dry-plate industry. Then the Hast- 
man formula refused to work. The 
factory was shut down. Eastman 
went to England, worked there in 
dry-plate factories, bought the best 
formula obtainable, and returned 
to his factory to make good plates 
once again. 


In 1898, when he could not be 
counted as an extremely wealthy 
man, Eastman made to his em- 
ployes an outright gift of money 
based on their wages and length 
of service.

For years on Sun- 
day evenings guests in his home 
heard the Kilbourn quartet, named 
in honor of his mother, and a pipe 
organ. He built the Eastman The- 
ater with gn orchestra such as no 
other city the size of Rochester has 
been able to maintain for motion 
picture music; he established the 
Eastman School of Music: Kilbourn 
Hall the Rochester Philharmonic 
Orchestra, and made possible 
through endowments, personal in- 
terest and activity unusual oppor- 
tunity for the presentation of the 
best in music. 

He also made it possible for 
American composers to obtain the 
advantages of “laboratory service,” 
through the establishment of con- 
certs of unpublished compositions | 
by American composers. 

Another of his greater gifts was 
the Rochester Denta) Dispensary 
through which schoo) children have 
been enabled to obtain free treat- 
ment, and still another the gifts to 
the medica) school of Rochester 
University, an institution which 
benefited millions,

He jliked to direct work on 
his North Carolina farm and he 
took sheer delight in camping and 
particularly in camp cooking. In 
1926, he started on a trip to Africa, 
not to hunt; but to see the jungles 

Alert, wiry and full of mental 
vigor unti] recent years, Eastman 
was wont to have persons about 
him who could discuss science. in. 
vention and philosophy. He enjoyed 
inusic so much he once described 
himself as “ta musical moron.” 


The home where he passed his 
last days is large afid pleasant, 
with spacious halls, delightful vis- 
tas, high ceilings and old-fash- 
ioned staifways. There is a den full 
of firearms and trophies of his 
hunting trips to Africa, Canada and 
Alaska. On the top floor are the 
inventor’s private laboratory, and a 
private kitchen where he Nked to 
try his hand at cooking. Lemon 
meringue pie and chocolate cake 
were his specialties. 

Even as old age crept over him. 
Eastman broke a promise he made 
to himself seven years ago and 
continued to work hard. Until re- 
cent months he went to his office. 
adjoining the Eastman plant. over- 
looking Lake Ontario, almost daily, 
at 9 or 10-a: m., and remained un- 
til nightfall. 

A writer once described Eastmar. 
as a shy mystic who breakfasted 
every morning to the strains of a 
pipe organ. The industrialist was 
reported to be an idealist, a dream- 
er at heart. A member of sévérai 
country clubs, Eastman never made 
a hobby of goif. He took little ex- 
ercise and was driven to and from 
his office. When he was more 
active, breakfast conferences usual- 
ly preceded his arriva| there. Un- 
less he had tuncheon guests, his 
noon meal was cookéd in a smali 
kitchen adjoining his office. He 
admitted he had “the time of his 
life’ on his last big game expcdi- 
tion to Africa in 1928.

Mrs. Alice Crossley, 61 years old, 
of Carsonville, died at St. Louis 
County Hospital last night of a bul- 
let wound of the head inflicted Sat- 
urday by her husband, Benjamin 
F’.

Officials there said he had been re- 
leased because physicians were un- 
able to find any definite psychosis. 
When they left home Saturday 
morning, Crossley and his wife had 
planned to visit friends in South St. 
Louis, but they had changed their 
direction and were going west at 
the time of the shooting. A note 
found in his pocket, which appar- 
ently referred to her, said, “She 
has taken all from me and I know 
she is trying to get rid of me.” 
Crossley was taken to the State 
hospital at the request of his wife, 
according to records at Farming- 
ton, which show that the Probate 
Court of St. Louis County had pre- 
viously asked that he be placed un- 
der observation.

Missouri Pacific and Texas & Pa- 
cific Sought Reconsideration of 
Permit for Deal.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
today denied the petition of the 


Missouri Pacific and Texas & Pa- 
cific Railroads for reconsideration 
of the commission’s order allow- 
ing the Southern Pacific Co... to 
acquire control of the Cotton Belt 
Railroad? 

The commission on Jan. 12 au- 
thorized the Southern Pacific to 
}acquire control of the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railway. (the Cotton 
Belt) and incorporate it in its sys- 
tem. ~ 

After the commission, fn an ef- 
fort to prevent the Cotton Belt 
from having to default on a bond 
issue due June 1, authorized the 
acquisition, the Missouri. Pacific 
and the Texas & Pacific sought to 
have the case reopened ‘on the 
Peround that the commission had 
not taken into consideration the 
possibility of the Cotton Belt ob- 
taining funds from the Reton- 
struction Finance Corporation and 
other sources. 

After the petition was filed, the 
Southern Pacific notified the com- 
mission that it accepted all condi- 
tions attached to the order. Today’s 
decision, coupled with a dismissal 
of an application by the St. Louis- 
San Francisco Railroad for inclu- 
sion of the Cotton Belt in the St. 
Louis-San Francisco-Rock Island 
System, clears the way for .con- 
summation of the deal. 


CALLS REGULATION ONLY WAY 
TO SAVE SOFT COAL INDUSTRY 


Senator Davis Before Committee 

Urges Agreement on Production 
and on Price. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 14.— 


Regulation of production was held 
today by Senator Davis of Pennsyl- 


vania to be the only salvation of 
the biturminous coal industry. 
Testifying to a Senate commit- 
tee, the former Secretary of Labor 
urged favorable action on his bill 
for coal production stabilization. 
The measure would  legaiize 
regional associations of operators 
and agreements by them on pro- 
duction and price of the fuel, so 
long as ‘they are “in the public in- 
terest.” It also would waive anti- 
trust law restrictions against such 
combinations by making agree- 
ments subject to approval of a 
Government commission. 

“By the principles embodied in 
the bill,” Davis said, “I am con- 
yinced the industry can not only 
be stabilized and operated at a 
profit, but the poverty which 
stalks through coal mining com- 
munities can be abolished and sev- 
eral million dependents can be re- 
stored to the ranks of American 
consumers.”

Josiah V. Thompson at 78 
Lives in Ramshackle House 
of Past Glories.

By the Associated Press, 
UNIONTOWN, Pa., March 14.— 


Josiah V. Thompson, whose assets 


two decades ago totaled $70,000,- 
000, is leaving the Uniontown Hos- 
pital sorn for the ramshackie man- 
sion that houses him in its decad- 
ent finery. 

The 78-year-old former coal 
baron and banker collapsed in the 
courthouse yesterday. Physicians 
said it was a paralytic stroke, but 
Thompson scoffs at their diagnosis. 
Because he will not surrender to 
infirmity, the doctors said today he 
can go home in a few days. 

The mansion awaits, gloomy and 
cold on the outskirts of Uniontown. 
Once the spacious estate was a 
place of gaiety and pomp. Now 
statuary-in the grounds is corrod- 
ed and broken. Windows ase 
patched. Within, once gorgeous 
hangings and elaborate furniture 
are covered with dust and 
shrouded in white covers. 

Thompson, his millions gone and 
divorced from his wife, lives alone 
save for a caretaker and house- 
keeper. Twenty years ago he was 
surrounded by a brilliant household 
and dashing companions. Now he 
is quartered in one wing of the 
house. 

The Thompson fortunes grew un- 
til he became one of the wealth- 
jest men of his time. He entered 
politics and aspired to the Gover- 
norship, carrying his banner to the 
1912 Republican State meeting in 
Harrisburg, on a special train to the 
accompaninment of bands and 
cheering delegation.“ He lost. his 
one bid for State-wide power and 
thereafter contented himself with 
local politics. . 

His “Zortune changed in 1915. He 
was declared a bankrupt and was 
unable to realize on his $70,000,000 
of assets to meet obligations of 
$22,000,000. 

Nearly 15 years later, his misfor- 
tunes were climaxed by arrest on 
a charge of embezzlement preferred 
by his niece, the Princess of Thurn, 
formerly Lydia Niccolls of Union- 
town.

JAPANESE HISSED BY OPEN 
FORUM CROWD AT BALTIMORE 


Chinese Applauded by Audience in 

Discussion of Tokio’s Action 

and Treaties. -

BALTIMORE, March 14.—Chih 
Meng, associate director of the 
China Institute in America, was 
applauded, and Dr. Roy H. Akagi, 
visiting lecturer in Japanese  his- 
tory, Columbia University, was 
jeer€d by a Baltimore open forum 
audience during a Chinese-Japa- 
nese discussion here last night. 

After giving a brief history of 
Chinese treaties and explaining his 
views of the situation in Shaaghai, 
the Chinese speaker was cheered 
by the large audience, which a few 
minutes later hissed and booed 
Dr. Akagi when he stated that 
“China didn’t appreciate” the Jap- 
anese attempt to readjust her for- ¢ 
eign policy from imperialism toe 
international co-operation “and be- 
gan to rebuff it,” and explained 
the Japanese attitude toward Man- 
churia.

Manchurian trade and industry 
are recovering gradually but there 
still are about 100,000 persons un- 
employed in Mukden. The Jap- 
ariese are reported going ahead 
with extensive industrial develop- 
ments, and elaborate  readjust- 
ments are being made in the com- 
munications system, especially the 
railroads. : 

The Japanese South Manchurian 
Railway Co. has employed Japanese 
auditors to report on the financial 
condition of the company prepara- 
tory to increasing the company's 
capital. 

The new state, known as Man- 
choukuo, has contracted with the 
South Manchurian Co. for con- 
struction of a new capitol at 
Chang-chun to cost upward of 
$10,000,000, one-third of the total 
already having been paid to the 
railway company. 

Building oferations in South Chi- 
na are reported by Arnold to be 
continuing active. An American 
company is building ai second 
bridge across the Pearl River at 
Canton. The new Canton water- 
works will be opened formally some 
time this month.

VON HINDENBURG SEEMS 
-ELECTION IN 
VOTE, APRIL 10): 


German President Lacks 169,752 of Majority 
in First Balloting—Gets 18,661,000 Out 
of 37,660,000, Hitler Second. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 14.—President 
Paul von Hindenburg, who missed 
re-election yesterday by 169,752 
votes, althougn he ran nearly 7,- 
500,000 ahead of Adoiph Hitler, 
consented today to run again on 
the second ballot, April 10. His 
election then is regarded as a cer- 
tainty. 

Hitler polled 11,338,571 votes. He 
ran behind, however, in-all but 
three of the 35 election districts, 
and the outcome was regarded by 
many as a repudiation of German 
Fascism which he represents. 

Hitler said today that the 2,500,- 
000 votes for Theodore Duester- 
berger, the Nationalist candidate, 
would go to him on the second 
ballot. but the Nationalists gave no 
indication they would switch as a 
party from Duesterberg to the Fas- 
cist chief. 

Germany chose the path of mod- 
eration in giving the bulk.of its 
vote to the 84-year-old Fieid Mar- 
shal. The constitution provides 
that if no caudidate gets a clear 
majority on the first vote a’second 
ballot must be ta‘:en, the victory 
going to the candidate who gets 
the most votes, If Hitler had not 
announced that he would try again 
on April 10, the Reichstag probab- 
ly would have. extended Von 
Hindenberg’s term for seven years. 
The Communist candidate, Ernst 
Thaelmann, whom some expected 
to make a respectable showing, fell 
about 100,000 short of 5,000,000 
votes.

When we 
think of the World War, the Napoleonic 
wars and all the other wars that have 
scourged Europe and America, China’s 
centuries of pacifism illumine the dark- 
ness of history. 

As for Japan, she was awakened from 
her pacifism about 100 years ago by an 
American Commodore. Since then she 
has learned militarism and its accompa- 
niment, imperialism, from Western na- 
tions, including the U. S. A. Doubtless 
Japanese militarists are now speaking of 
their fellow countrymen who do not 
agree with their Manchurian policy as

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A GREAT FIGHT WON. 
The Seventy-second Congress has done a measure 
of justice for working men and women which none 
of its predecessors had the courage or vision to do, 
It has enacted the Norris-La Guardia bill to outlaw 
the yellow dog contract and to stop abuses of the in- 
junction in labor dispytes. The overwhelming vote 
of 75 to 5 in the Senate was even surpassed in the 
House, where the bill carried 363 to 13. 
Concerning the manifest justice of the bill, which 
now goes to Mr. Hoover for the presidential ap- 
proval, the Post-Dispatch has spoken often. In out- 
lawing the yellow dog contract, Congress only bans 
a device which by its very nature is repugnant to 
the American idea of freedom and independence for 
working people. By requiring that an injunction may 
be issued only after there hag been a hearing at 
which both sides have been presented and the need 
for such restraint proved, Congress does neo more 
than follow what is human and decent in matters of 
public policy, 
During the weeks the bill was under discussion, 
approval was sounded on all sides. The Emporia 
Gazette called it “a fair bill which honestly attempts 
to guarantee the freedom of contract to American 
labor—a right now restricted by the yellow-dog con. 
tract and the eighteenth century mind.” The Kan- 
sas City Times said of it: “The general tendency of 
the bill is in the direction of greater social justice, 
a subject which is engaging the attention of govern- 
ments throughout the civilized world.” The Balti- 
more Sun and the Philadelphia Record were among 
the many other newspapers which entered indorse- 
ment. a . 
Even the most enthusiastic supporters of the bill 
must have been surprised at the overwhelming ma- 
jorities by which it was passed. For a decade the 
opposition was such that Senator Norris could not 
get the Senate Judiciary Committee to report favor- 
ably upon it. In view of chat, the rush to put it 
through reflects no credit upon those who thereto- 
fore had opposed it. Either the opponents were op- 
ponents only so long as their opposition could be reg- 
istered in the less public activities of the committee, 
or they were afraid to go down fighting. Whatever 
the explanation, the rout was complete. Senator 
Norris has won another great fight. 
President. Hoover should sign the bill promptly. 
In view of the overwhelming majorities in both 
branches, it is hard to see how he could do other- 
wise. Tired veteran workers for the cause of Amer- 
ican labor are seeing the coming of a dawn for which 
they have long waited. 
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KING ATOMERG. 

The reign of the “neutron” lasted just 11 days. Its 
determination was announced Feb. 27 frém Cam- 
bridge University, England, where a scientist re- 
ported that each one was so small that it would 
take 200 sextillion of them to make a mass weighing 
an ounce. March 9, a professor of physics in the 
University of North Carolina announced the “atom- 
erg,” a unit so tiny that its size in grams might be 
represented by a decimal point followed by 47 ciphers 
and then the figure 7. Protons and electrons, we 
were given to understand, were Himalayan moun- 
tains in comparison. Up to the time this edition 
went to press, the “atomerg” was still sitting on its 
insecure throne.

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' FOR SMALLER EDUCATIONAL UNITS. 
The faculty of the Experimental College headed by 
Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn at the University of Wis- 
consin has a recommendation for American collegiate 
education. It is that the present system of mass pro- 
duction generally followed in institutions whose en- 
rollments range from 5000 to 35,000 be abandoned in 
favor of a plan which would give more attention to 
individual students. 
This change the Wisconsin group would accom- 
plish by breaking large universities into many smal] 
colleges with small faculties. Situated on the same 
campus, these small colleges would enjoy the ad- 
vantages accruing to a large university while at the 
same time preserving the benefits that are peculiar 
to the small college. Experience at the Wisconsin 
trial college is the basis for the belief that groups of 
teachers and students working and living together 
under the same roof would create group spirits in 
behalf of intellectual attainment which do not now 
exist. Stresses would be changed. For example, 
football lends itself to the loyalty of vast numbers 
yelling in a stadium, a hard problem economics 
to a circle of students and their tutor after dinner 
around an open fire. Who knows but that such 
groups might not even develop much-needed points of 
view toward life? 
Those who occupy high places in collegiate educa- 
tion say the transformation is on the way, and point 
to Harvard and Yale now setting up their house plans. | 
The Wisconsin Experimental College will close in 
June, its experiment completed and its conclusions 
reached. Time will probably show that the pioneer 
ing Dr. Meiklejohn has made an important contribu- 
tion to the refinement of our educational process.

Boycott, like a strike, is a use of economic force towatd a social purpose; such pres- 
sure on Japan would not starve people, but would strike at military machine; no 
danger of war, as no blockade or other physical action is involved; maral 
suasion having failed thus far, boycott is only way left to preserve world treaties.

between economic pressure and armed 
force. Tat this distinction is justi- 
fied, however, is shown by the fact that 
Mahatma Gandhi, the world’s leading paci- 
fist? supports a.boycott of British goods 
as a “non-violent” means’ of obtaining in- 
dependence. 

Moreover, the New Republic which, I as- 
sume, is opposed to “violence,”’ warmly sup- 
pofts the right of labor to strike, despite 
the fact that a strike may injure many “‘in- 
nocent” people. There is no difference in 
ptinciple Between a labor strike and an in- 
ternational boycott. Both are economic 
measures Of force directed toward a social 
purpose. 

Harmful as its ultimate effects may be, 
a boycott is less destructive and more hu- 
mane than a bombardment. Economic 
pressure is an effective process of bringing 
a people to recognize their international ob- 
ligations without necessarily resulting in the 
loss of life. Since Japan produces its food 
at home or obtains it from Manchuria, eco- 
nomic pressure would not starve the Japa- 
nese people; by terminating Japanese ex-

starve the Japanese military machine. More- 
over, the Japanese people could at any time 
escape the consequences of a boycott by 
obliging their Government to alter its course.

“Moral suasion” having failed in the pres- 
ent crisis, it is more clear than ever that if 
a@ genuine international community is to be 
established, some form of coercion against 
a state illegally embarking on war is as es- 
sential as a police force within a state. It 
is contended, howeyer, that there is a fun- 
damental difference between the arrest of 
an individual and the coercion of a nation: 
in the former case, it is said, the guilty per- 
son alone is penalized, while in the latter. 
suffering is inflicted upon “innocent” and 
“guilty” indfviduals alike. This contrast 
overlooks the fact that an offense commit- 
ted by or punishment imposed upon a given 
individual inevitably affects “innocent” 
members of his family as well as himself. 

It is impossible, moreover, for anyone 
who believes in the principle of human sol- 
idarity to admit that a people can or should 
be immynized from the consequences of the 
acts of their government. Should such a 
principle be established, governments would 
become completely irresponsible. The de- 

ire to prevent the suffering of “innocent” 
ple is thoroughly praiseworthy. Never- 
theless, greater suffering to “innocent” Chi- 
nese (not to mention the Japanese soldiers 
whose lives are being lost and the Japanese

Those who argué 
against a boycott on humanitarian grounds 
thus show far more solicitude for the Japa- 
nese than for the Chinese.

To escape from this conclusion, one might 
argue that while the outside world is not 
responsible for the;damage done by Japan 
to China, it would be responsible for injury 
done by an international boycott against 
“innocent” Japanese. This argument over- 
looks the fact that Japanese militarism 
could not exist except for the continuance of 
Japanese foreign trade upon its present 
basis. To insist, as the New Repwblic does, 
upon “business as usual” with Japan is in- 
directly to underwrite Japanese militarism.., 

During the World War it was possible 
to make a case for “neutral” rights. Today, 
however, the status of war is radically dif- 
ferent from that in 1914. At that time war 
was legal and there were no adequate means 
of determining whether or not states had 
violated their obligations. Today war ‘has 
been “outlawed” and institutions have been 
established for the settlement of disputes 
by pacific means. 

If the only answer of the outside world 
to a Power which deliberately defies these 
institutions is to insist on the right of bellig- 
erent trade, then all hope of doing away 
with war must disappear. Should the Unit- 
ed States, despite the anti-war pact, now 
adopt a policy of trading with aggressor 
states, the result will be not only that we 
shall derive profits from a supposedly out- 
lawed institution, but that sooner or later 
we shal] be drawn into war, as in 1917, in 
order to defend economic “interests.”

SAYS NEW PARTY 4S NEEDED

Dr. H. A. Miller, Oberlin College 
Sociology Head, Speaks on 
Radio Forum Program. 

“After the Depression, What?” 
was the topic of Dr. Herbert A. 
Miller, head of the department of 
sociology of Oberlin College, in his 
radio talk in the Community Forum 
hour yesterday afternoon. 

“Many think,” he said, “that this 
depression may be toiiowed by a 
complete collapse of our organized 
life. The prevalent helplessness and 
lawlessness give some signs of this 
happening. re likely, however. 
we shall get enough collective wis- 
dom to pull us through this time. 
If the end of the depression does 
not come too soon we may get 
some curbs on the frantic power of 
money, but it is probable that most 
people will forget their sad experi- 
ences and be satisfied to let things 
£0 on much as they have been 
Competition and labor saving. ma- 
chinery will again result in over- 
production and we shall soon have 
another depression. After that we 
shall learn that radical changes are 
necessary. 

“Our two political parties are 
alike in purpose, controlled .by the 
Same interests, and cannot lead us 
out.

TOMBS OF BRONZE AGE 
EXCAVATED IN CYPRUS 


Pennsylvania Expedition Finds 
Jewels, Heart-Shaped Dag- 
gers and Skeleton. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 14.— 
Tombs 4000 years old containing 
jewels, ornaments and weapons of 
the early bronze age, have been 
unearthed at Lapithos, on the 
island of Cyprus, by a University 
of Pennsylvania Museum expedi- 


day. 

B.. H. Hill, director of the expe- 
dition, reported that the objects 
discovered show signs of a “period 
of Mycenaean influence,” and date 


“back as far as 1800 B. Cc. at 
least.”” 

“The site excavated,” Hill re- 
ported, “is close to the sea and 


about one mile west of the village 
of Lapithos, on the northern coast 
of Cyprus, 

“In one’of the tombs more than 
225 fine bronze objects were found. 
As a whole, they are in perfect 
condition and include ax heads, 
knives, swords, daggers, pins, 
needles, tweezers and rings. “The 
swords and daggers are some- 
what more than a foot and a half tn 
length. The: heart-shaped dagger 
is the most common, and there are 
examples of both the round-head- 
ed and the triangular type. 

“In one of the most. imposing 
tombs we found the skeleton of a 
woman with her personal orna- 
ments. At her head was a pair of 
gold earrings of a rare type in 
Cyprus. Near the head of the 
woman was a pair of silver pins 
with flat disc heads. A silver dia- 
dem was found nearby. This dia- 
dem is also unique for the period, 
but, owing to the fragile qualiyt of 
the silver, it unfortunately is not 
complete: Originally it was cut 
from a heavy sheet of silver. A 
large number of pots and jugs have 
also been unearthed.” 

University authofities announced 
that the excavation work would be 
continued next season at Lapithos.

Old Tigers, Unable to

IX one year, more than fifteen 

hundred people were killed by 
tigers in British India, and the av- 
erage annual mortality from this 
cause has not been much below this 
figure. In most cases the tigers 
responsible for these deaths are 
man-eaters, it being an established 
fact that is an unusual thing for 
an ordinary tiger, no matter how 
ferocious a specimen, to attack a 
man. 4 
Old age, strangely enough, is 
responsible for the development of 
the man-eating instinct. A tiger that 
is getting on in years is faced by a 
serious problem. His teeth are bad, 
a thousand«fights have left him bat- 
tered and bruised, he is worn out.

“Changkuls! Changkuls! Chang- 
kuls!” |] yelled as soon as I de- 
cided on a course of action. A 
changkul is a native implement 
that is widely used on the rubber 
plantations. It is a combination of 
shovel and hoe. With the assist- 
ance of the major I managed to 
make it clear to the natives what 
it was I wanted them to do.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 15.— 


Kansas City regained home rule of 
its metropolitan police department, 
temporarily at least, when the 
Missouri Supreme Court en banc 
today declared unconstitutiona] the 
law which established State control 
of the Kansas City department and 
ade it mandatory for the city to 
appropriate whatever amounts the 
Board of Police Commissioners an- 
nually requisitioned for operating 
expenses. The decision was given 
by a vote’of 5 to 2. : 
The act was declared invalid in 
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a test case on the ground that its 
provisions giving the police board 
an unlimited and uncontrolled 
power to requisition funds from the 
city, and requiring the City Coun- 
cil to appropriate the amounts re- | 
ested, in effect gave the polices 
Foard the legislative power to tax. 
The Court held the Legislature | 
could not thus delegate taxing pow- | 
er, and in attempting to do so had! 
violated constitutional require- 
ments, 

In Force More Than 30 Years. 

In throwing out the Kansas City 

act, which has been in force in 
various forms for more than 30 
years, the Court pointed out that 
Kansas City had ample power.un- 
der its charter to organize and 
maintain its police department un- 
til the Legislature could pass a 
new law ré-establishing State con- 
trol of the police that would co 
form to constitutional require- 
ments. The city charter provi- 
sions on police have been inopcera- 
ve during the time the State law 
s been in force. 
The ring does not question the 
right of the State to provide for 
State control of police department 
in its cities and to require the cities 
to pay the expenses of such depart- 
ments, but knocks out the Kans 
City act. 

Police departments of St. Louis 
and St. Joseph are under State con- 
trol, in the same manner as th 
Kansas City department, but under 
different State laws. However, in 
declaring invalid the la. applicabl 
» Kansas City) the Court took oc 
asiOn to point out specifically that 
it was not passing upon validity o 
the St. Louis and St, Joseph police 
laws in this case. The Court stat 
there are radical differences be 
tween the Kansas City act and th 
acts applying to St. Louis and 
Joseph, and “it will be tim 
enough” to consider the validity ¢ 
the St. Louis and St. Joseph acts
